Who is Traitor ? i ' 

In tho "Globo" of the ■ 26th ultimo 
ftppearcd a copy of a petition to the 
Goveruor-Goucral of Canada, and 
which was signed by Gii residents of 
the Yale District. Tho copy of the 
petition was accompanied by tho 
"Globe's" own reflections thereon. 
These we published on Friday, ami 
the act has been dououucod as "trai- 
torous" by a hired organ of tho hical 
Administration. It would doubtless 
ba very convenient "if l^IiuiHtcrs could 
' BuppreBs' all facts and intcllisenco cid- 
..r- ealated to place themsolyes. and their 
linaanaftofs in their true light before 
th«' COtibt^yJ l3ut it is one of tho duties 

• - df im .independent press to expose both ; 
r nor are -we very likely to be deterred 
"frofn performing that duty by the 

'abusive epithets constantly hurled at 
us by mercenary organs. We confess 
to some difficulty in discovering the 
fitness of the term "traitorous" as ap- 
plied to the publication of the matter 
in question; but there will notbemuch 
difliculty in showing how very appro- 
priate would be its application to the 
Government and their organs. On 
tho 23rd of Juno a public meeting was 
held in the "Royal City" to denounce 
the movement commonly known as an 
appeal to the Queon. Instead, how- 
ever, of aiming their piece at tho Gov- 
..■; ernment, the really guilty party, the 
i' "people of New Westminster blazed ofl' 
at "the people of Victoria." One can 
easily understand this bit of delicacy. 
.n-After passing a series of resolutions 
'■-designed to bo the foundation of a po- 
.'tition, the preamble to which ran,— 
- "Whereas the |)eople of Victoria pro- 
tested in the name of the people of 
British Columbia," &o. &o.,. th6 meet- 
ing appointed a Committee to prepare 
.,„a petition conformably therewith. The 
petition was prepared; but in the pre- 
amble thereto the .words "an Associa- 
., tion calling itself the Terms of Union 

• Preservation League" -were substituted 
for those adopted by the meeting (i. e. 
"tho people of Victoria.") It may not 
be considered improper to state here 
that, by some unaccountable accident, 
the Minister of Finance was in Now 

. ■ "Westminster at this time, and was en- 
abled to render the petition Committee 
valuable service! In truth, wo have it 
from the very best authority that the 
thing was "cooked" at a secret meet- 
ing held at the minister's residence. 
And this to a great extent accounts for 
the milk in the cocoa-nut. Such is a 
brief sketch of the origin of tho Now 
■Westminster petition. Now, it will 
be found, on comparing the two, that 
the Yale petition adverted to at the 
outset is an exact copy of the one ori- 
ginating as above. Indeed, copies of 
the New "Westminster petition were 
Bent into the various Districts on the 
Mainland, and we have been led to 
believe that they were pretty generally 
signed in most. At all events, the one 
circulated in tho Yale District would 
appear to have been numorously sign- 
ed; for, although not "no.arly the 
whole white population of the district," 
as erroncoUhly and maliciously ussert- 
ed by the organ, it must bo admitted 
that644 signatures is no conteniptiblo 
number even for the largo and impor- 
tant constituency in question. Now, 
this is the petition tho mere pubhcation 
of vrhich in our columns is denounced 
a "traitorous." If there has boon any- 
thing connected with it deserving of 
the appelation, surely it is tho part a 
member of the Government and tho 
Government organ at New Westmin- 
ster took in originating and circula- 
ting the petition. The local organ 
has repeatedly charged us with be- 
ing a party to stirring up the ilainland 
against the Island by aiding and abet- 
ting the petition movement. But 
an examination into the circumstances 
reveals the fact that the traitors (if 
there bo anything "traitorous" about 
tlm movement) are in tho Government 
camp. If to remonstrate and warn 
the appelants of tho inevitable con- 
sequenccs of their folly was a "trai- 
torous" act, then, indeed, are wo trai- 
tors, and wo glory in it.

A man named Macdonald, who has 
been condemned to death for the mur- 
der of a woman with whom ho had 
been cohabiting, was oxocuted at Exo- 
ter. He is said to have admitted the 
justice of his sentence, and to have 
died penitent. 

King KolTeo, of Ashantoe, has ap- 
plied to tho British Administration at 
(Japo Coast Castle, asking for inter- 
ference against the kings of Djusbin 
and Becqua, who had threatened to 
attack him. Be says that he desired 
peace, and that the acts of his oppo- 
nents would perhaps cause a lengthy 
wer, and put a stop to trado. The 
situation is further complicated by tho 
reported fact that the hostile Kings 
had been promised assistance by tho 
chiefs of Akim. and Denkera. There 
was, however, reason to believe that 
the King of Ashantce had him self] con- 
trived to bring on the crisis, and C&p- 
tain Lees had been sent to Coomassio 
to mediate in the matter.

That the constitution of tho Court 
is not just, there being on it no ono of 
legal standing, bearing and experience 
qualified cuough to jtuiyu tho 
case, and the Ecclesiastical mombeis 
belonging to one of the two great bodies 
into which the Church is divided, and 
Biysolf to tho other, and tliat although 
the published corrospoudonuo altostcd 
against mu rcferod to tho subject of a Sy- 
nod tojwhich I was adverse, ono of the 
AsBCHsors is, I bulievo, a delegate to tho 
Synodical convention. 

4th. That the Bishop is interested in 
this case in an unusual degree, not only 
haviug tho profonuont {as is supposed), 
but in other iiuportaut re.spoctH,

Mr. O'Beilly to' the Dean— Do you wish 
tbis protea^ to be left with the Court, ns 
it will have to bo marked and sent to the 
Supreme Court ? 
" 'The Dean— I do, and expect it will bo 
ready for my signaturo. 

Mr. McCreigiit to tho Dean— \Vill you 
point out whero tho articles aro illegal 
and nojust?

The Dean here withdrew, followed by 
nearly all of those present, leaving 
only four peraous as spectators. 

Mr. O'ltoillr — Wo have no power to 
compel Mr. (Jridgo's attendance. 

Jlr. MoCreight — I do not like to go on 
in his absonco. 

Mr. Pomberton here referred to an er- 
ror that appeared in the report of the 
Colonist of Saturday, pointing out that 
it should bo rectified. Tho Dean said "I 
re/use to produce nothing," not aa re- 
ported "1 prodime nothing." 

Mr. MoCreight hero began his sum- 
ming uj), saying that with respect to tho 
objection as to this Court uot haviug a 
competent legal jurisdiction, I refer to 
tho case of Long vs tho Bishop of Natal. 
If Mr. Cridge contends this is not a com- 
potont legal tribunal, I ask him if ho can 
point out something bettor. Ho 1ms com- 
plained that ho has been refused time, 
Ou tho 2Gth of last July ho knew he 
would bo proceeded against and had 
plenty of time to get the advice of coun- 
sel to meet objections. Tho fact is this 
was a more dry question of law, and if 
Mr. Cridgo is injured ho has tlio right of 
appeal to tho Supreme Court. I'rscedealH 
of Long vs tho Bishop of Capo Town and 
of the Bishop of Natal vs Gladstone wore 
read. Tho Church of England in that 
case was not spoken of as connoctoil with 
the Stato, but as a domestic institution, 
and that whoro oaths of obedience had 
been taken if the Bishop did not overstep 
his authority thoy were binding on those 
who took them. 

I\Ir. O'Reilly — These matters aro more 
lit for tho notice of the Supron?o Court. 

Mr. MoCreight would now address tho 
Court on tho articles. It would bo tlie 
duty of tho Assessors to giro their de- 
cision as to each separate article, be- 
cause if found guilty upon tho whole of 
tho cliarf.,c.^ and should tliero haj^pon to bo 
ono that tTiis informal it would vitiato tho 
whole finding. The article relating to 
the Dean's licouseand subsoription totiio 
39 articles, etc.. was hero referred to. 
Then followed a statement of tho various 
articles charging the Dean with tlio of- 
fences of the disturbance at Christ 
Church and his publishing certain letters 
in tho news2)a])er in disparagomont of the 
Episcopal oiHce; his refusal to give 
answers to the Bishop on the oooasion of 
his visitation, all of which" bad mado the 
Dean guilty of contumacy. 

Archdeacon Woods raised tho question of 
whether tho Doau haTingbecu udiuonish- 
od by way of censure from tho tMahoji.tho 
ofTencQ of which ho had then been guilty 
could now bo again charged against him. 

Mr. MoCreight contended the admoni- 
tion did not c'oiifain thi'ifijgp-edienfs of a 
trial. Tho Doan wa* only admonished; 
there was no penalty imposeil. The Bish- 
op at that timo told the Dean there could 
have boon a public trial. 

A lengthened discussion here took place 
upon the subject as to whether the Dean 
oould now be proceeded against for tho 
ofTenoe visited by the Bishop's admoni- 
tion. 

Tho learned Counsel said the Bishop 
had given tho Doan every oppoi tnnily of 
saying he was wrong and publishing let- 
ters in diaparagment of tho Episcojjal of- 
fice. Tho learned Counsel showed that 
tho Court had power to revoke tho Dean's 
license. If the Dean was permitted to 
act as ha had done without any penalty 
following, tho Church of England could 
not bo maintained. I propose there should 
bo a finding by the Assessors on each se- 
parate charge. 

Tho Assessors hero raised tho question 
as to whether their decision should he 
simply aye or no, or should they frame 
their decision. 

Koferonce by Counsel was bore mado to 
tho Lord Bishop's opinion that tho As- 
sessors should framn their doeisiun. 

Jlr. McCreight said as he ilid not know 
whether tho Dean would^ho again present, 
it would bo necessary that the Assessors 
should notify the day when they wore 
ready with their dooision.

A writer in the AVewt Coast [Now 
Zealand l imes, J while giving a des- 
cription of theliokitika Hospital, gives 
an amusing character sketch of one of 
tho local medical men, which, from its 
truthfulness, deserves to be reproduced.

Bicycle Raoie. 

On Monday last, says the London 
"Times" of the 8th inst., the race for 
tho captaincy and sub captaincy of the 
Middlesex Bicycle Club^ -took place 
from Bath to London— a distance of 
IC,(] miles. The start was from the 
front of the Abbey, and all the com- 
petitors were up to timo. Mr. Sparrow 
(who accompanied tho race) started 
thorn at eight minutes past five o'clock 
and, owing to the great numijer of 
people assembled, there was some 
diihculty in passing through the 
crowd. In a few minutes, however, 
thoy were out of tho town, and the 
running was yery sharp. Walker and 
Tyno were leading. Some of iho com- 
petitors had to dismount and vCalk up 
Box Hill. Thoy all passed through 
Chipponham at tho rate of fourteen 
miles an hour, and Calno (nineteen 
miles) was reached in one and a half 
hour. They passed through in the 
following order: Walker, Leaver, 
Tyne, Percy, Goulding, SpenCfer, and 
Pearco. No stoppage was niiads until 
Marlborough was reached, (tbirty-two 
miles,) Walker, Tyne and Lever com- 
ing in together, the distance being got 
over in two and threo quarter hours. 
Spencer here passed Sparrow and 
Goulding. From Mnrlbourough to- 
Nowbury (eighteen- miles) Walker and 
Tyne led the way. At Hungorford, 
Goulding's machine gave way through 
striking a large ^projecting stone while 
going down hill:' After an attempt to re- 
pair it ho got'as far dsThatcham, whore 
he was compelled to take the t;rain for 
London. W'alker and Tyno perform- 
ed tho journey from Bath to Nowhury 
(fifty miles) in four and three-quarter 
hours. Leaver and Percy were mak- 
ing good tii^^.asjoras Woodh^mpton, 
but soon after Leaver dropped"bebind, 
and was passed liy-'Spcncer at Bead- 
ing. Walker soon after made a spurt, 
and Tyno saw no more of him. At 
Tsvyford Spencer overhauled Percy, 
and they liad a smart race as far as 
Colnbrook, irheve Percy stopped to 
rest. The anivals at the club-room at 
Kensington were as follows Walker, 
3 K!; Tyno, 3 5(.); Spencer, 5 12; Percy 
f) .')H; Leaver, 7 35. Walker had boon 
somev.hat jaded at Ilounslow, but, up- 
on his arrival at the goal, ho started, 
after a few minutes' rest, to meet tho 
remainder of the competitors. Tho 
timo made by Walker is one hour less 
than tho fastest stage coach ever per- 
formed the Journey from London to 
Bath in, and is also the best bicycle 
tiavcUing on record, tho pace of 'the 
winner exceeding ton and a half miles 
per hour, including stoppages. Mr. 
SiiaiTov,-, the starter, although ujiward 
of fifty years of age, followeil t,he com- 
petitors on his bicycle, and performed 
the whole journey in fifteen nours, in- 
cluding stopiiagos.
